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CLASS HISTORY

With mixed feelings of adventure and surprise, the Class of '50 pushed open the doors 
of the new, immense Victoria Composite High School on September 1, 1949. Marvelling 
at the white terrazzo, two storey structure, students endlessly toured through the three wings 
of the building. Attracting special attention were the technical shops, science labs, 
administrative, home economics and guidance rooms. Also receiving praise, were the 
up-to-date features like the air-conditioning units, synchronized clocks, P.A. speakers, 
fluorescent fixtures, and recessed lights. 

Despite the confusion caused by the unfinished state of the building, registration and 
organization commenced at once. At first, students and teachers alike awed by the new 
surroundings, had difficulty in finding their way about, and a move from room to room 
constituted a long journey. But the new "Vicites" rapidly became familiar with the 
extensive halls, and classes quickly settled down for the year's activities. 

Unfortunately, because of circumstances, full scale presidential elections were not 
held. Elected president by Students' Council, was capable Rudolph "Spike" Brown, whose 
ability was illustrated in the combined council. 

The expanded size of the school was reflected in the social activities as more than 500 
students attended the Sadie Hawkin's theatre party and dance, "Tinsel Trot" and the "Cotton 
Ball". 

The first sports teams of V.C.H.S., while not victorious in any provincial championships, 
brought many honours to the school. 

Both boys' and girls' senior basketball teams surpassed all rivals in Northern Alberta, 
but were defeated by Southern opponents. Also fighting their way to a city championship 

was the junior boy's basketball team. The biggest heart-break of the year was the junior 

football team, which went through the season undefeated only to tie and lose the playoff 

games to Scona. A curling team skipped by Herb Olson brought the Irving Kline trophy, and 

city high school honors to Victoria Composite for the first time. 

Because of inadequate facilities, stage productions were almost completely lacking this 
year. In a game attempt to keep some flame alive, both drama and music clubs presented 
worthy lits in the red building. 

Let us now go back to the year 1947, our frosh year. Few students will ever forget 
the first time they opened the doors of Victoria High, and the class of '50 is no exception. 
Equally unforgetable to the seniors are the hectic, hilarious days of their frosh initiations. 

Elected President Eddy May, and Vice-President Jerry Blacklock, formed the nucleus 
of a hardworking and efficient Council. Prominent among Council's achievements that 
year, were "Stable Stomp," the cotton extravaganza "Fabricadabra," the Frosh Lit, Sadie 
Hawkins Lit, Talent Lit, Sleighride and other monthly lits. 

Vast audiences acclaimed the music club's presentation of "Windmills of Holland," 
a smashing success, and Miss J. I. Soper was highly praised for her superb direction. 

Foremost among a list of sport triumphs was the Alberta "B" Basketball championship, 
won by the V.H.S. Senior Boys Basketball team. The Bantam football team continued a 
five-year supremacy by defeating Scona in the finals. The Dr. Willis-coached boxers and 
wrestlers again captured several titles. 

The passing of two well-loved teachers brought sorrow to Victoria—Mr. Shortliffe, and 
Mr. Dobson, who will always be remembered for their spirit and their contributions to their 
profession and their students. 

Our sophomore year opened with a bang, as Ed Saddy was elected Students' Council 
President in the most intensive and exciting campaign in many a year. Banner decked cars, 
pennant-waving horseriding supporters, balloons, posters and speeches, all provided one of 
the most colorful competitions on record. 

"Hobo's Hop", a hard-time dance, "Twitter Twirl," the spring fling, along with the 
annual sleigh ride and several lits made up a well-attended social season. 

Although handily winning the Northern Alberta titles, the Senior Boys' Basketball team 
failed to capture the provincial honors by one point, in the final playoff game. Victoria 
boxers and wrestlers swept the field in the annual assault-at-arms by coping thirteen titles 
in the tournament at Westglen. 

Vic Varieties of "49", playing a three night stand, and the highly successful Drama 
Club, "Musical Revue," held the spotlight for stage production. 

The climax to the last three years came on June 3rd in the main ballroom of the 
Macdonald Hotel, when Grad President Zella Palmer ushered in "Ave Atque Vale" the 
unforgetable Graduation Dance of the Class of '50. 

Finally, when the excitement of graduation, and the deliberation of final examinations 
have passed, it will be time to look back in retrospect, and examine the results of our high 
school years. We should go out into the world "with confidence and assurance", realizing 
that with the education we have attained, unequalled opportunities await us in this land 
of ours.

Staff Meeting: 
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PRINCIPAL'S MESSAGE 

TO THE GRAD CLASS OF '50 



Mr. J. P. Page, B.A., B.C.Sc. 

Over a long period of time, and in conversation with hundreds of students and graduates, 

I have discovered something which most of you young people have known for some time: 

students do not like "to be preached to". They will endure with more or less resignation 

a dry lesson in almost any subject on the curriculum—just so long as a teacher doesn't 

"preach" to them. For that reason, I am not going to take advantage of the kindness of 

those who asked me to write these few lines by inflicting a sermon upon them. 

A principal's year-book "message" is usually directed mainly to the graduating 
students. With this thought in mind, it is only natural for one to look back over the years 
and to make comparisons among classes. The moment one does this, he is very apt to long 
for the so-called good old days when pupils were really students. Truth to tell, we did have 
several outstanding classes in the years gone by, and many former students of Commercial 
have already left their mark on the workaday world. In those early days, I was always 
intrigued by the class slogans which were adopted from year to year, such as these: "Don't 
wait for the boss; be a self-starter"; "Where others stop is where we begin," and "If it can 
be done, we can do it." In most cases, the students really tried to live up to these admirable 
slogans. 

However, lest it be thought that the accomplishments of these early classes have 
blinded me to the virtues of those of recent years, I hasten to add that the student body of 
1949-50 has given me every reason to be proud of them. In the face of discouragements 
which might easily have resulted in a rebellious attitude, both teachers and students have 
done a magnificent piece of work. In addition, I want to express to both groups my very 
sincere thanks for your co-operation in making my own job a great deal easier than it 
might have been. 

And now, to those of you who are writing "Finis" to Commercial High, my very best 
wishes for your success in whatever field you may decide to enter. It has been a great joy 
to have known you, and, more particularly, to have had even a small part in shaping the 
course which your life may take. The torch is yours; be yours to hold it high.

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CLASS HISTORY 


From the spacious halls of McDougall to the narrow confines of the old Victoria High 
School building is a jolting let-down for any senior class. And it was just that for us, 
Commercial's 1950 Grade Twelve's, for, in our final year, we had to move from comfortable, 
well-lighted McDougall, to dingy, creaky-floored Victoria. 

At first we were depressed, but endowed with the spirit of old Commercial and remem¬ 
bering the "never say die" spirit of former Commercial Grads, we resolved to rise above 
our surroundings and carry on in a way that would do credit to ourselves and make those 
who came after us proud that we had left them a worthy heritage. 

We were a motley gang—41 in all. Thirty-two had spent all their high school days in 
Commercial. The remaining nine had come from various high schools throughout the city. 
However, they were a cheery group of girls and with their pleasant dispositions and co¬ 
operative manner fitted in nicely. 

As has been the tradition with graduating classes from Commercial down through the 
years, there were few boys—in fact, only two. And, as is the case with few men and many 
women, the boys were eagerly sought after, and frequently accused, usually without cause, 
of having "swelled heads." 

As you remember, most of us were housed in Room One, and the remainder in Room 
Five along with a number of students who were knocking on the door of graduation but 
were falling slightly short of the necessary one hundred credits. 

From these graduands there was a goodly representation on the Students' Council of 
V.C.H.S. Eleanor McIntosh, she of basketball fame, was President of Commercial Division, 
while Pat Dahl, a former University High student was Vice-President and Valedictorian for 
1950. We were justifiably proud of Pat when she delivered the Valedictory at the Graduation 
Banquet held at the Corona. Other executive members were Everett Silver, who always lent 
a lot of common sense to school discussions: Lola Harris, whose outstanding work in 
entertainment organization brought many plaudits; Rita Nielson, editor of the Commercial 
section of the school paper and one of the more brilliant students; and Christina Gumas, 
who worked on more committees than any other person in the school and yet had time to be 
our genial dairy-maid. 

We'll never forget the group in Room One, headed by Betty Spence and Jackie 
McMahon, who scholastically never set the world on fire, but at various school functions were 
frequently and persistently putting on burlesque and cabaret skits, which brought the house 
down. 

You will recall that, while not many of us were athletically inclined, we were the most 
vociferous of groups when attending football and basketball games involving 
V.C.H.S. Ellie McIntosh was our outstanding athlete, for, besides being a star basketball 
player, she won top honours in her class in Track and Field. With the exception of Eleona 
Panas, the rest of us were just "run of the mill" and couldn't have jumped over a six-inch 
log or overtaken a two-legged dog. 

We'll not forget that humorist of the Creative Writing Class, Mara Maitland, and how 
Catheleen Stuckey invariably was on the verge of hysterics when Mara read her own 
original creations. 

For the most part we were earnest students, and fitting ourselves for jobs as stenographers 
was our chief goal. How well our hard work bore fruit could be seen from the fact that 
before the final year had ended, through the kind co-operation of Mr. Page, nearly all of 
us had positions waiting for us on graduation. Throughout our three years at Commercial we 
had the inspiration of lofty traditions, built up by former graduates who now hold highly 
enviable positions in the business world, and by those famous Grads who so outstandingly 
carried the Black and Gold colors to all parts of the world. 

With such a background, we couldn't forget our old school nor could we be blamed for 
suffering a pang of regret that it was being merged with Victoria into the new V.C.H.S., 
with new colors, unfamiliar surroundings, and strangely cosmopolitan school spirit. However 
"the old order changeth, giving place to the new" and posterity may show that the merging 
of the two schools has been for the best. In the meantime, we former students of McDougall 
can't be too much condemned for being nostalgic about our former school home. 

Up to the present our journey through life has been comparatively smooth, thanks to 
our parents and teachers. Now we are on our own. We trust fate will deal kindly with us, 
and that He who watches over all will give us strength to fulfill our mission in life.—Mara 
Maitland and Rita Nielson.
